one.

“ Dave” Fultz, head of the Players' 
fraternity, was not strong enough to 
swing the ball players 
into 
line. 
Johnson wanted to go to the mat 
with Fultz 60 they could crush him. 
Then, he said, there wouldn’t be a 
repetition of this trouble. 
The league members couldn’t see 
it that way. 
They, too, believed that 
the strike would fail, but they did 
not want to take any chances. 
Eb­ 
bets was at the Hotel Waldorf-As­ 
toria. 
The meeting was at the Hotel 
Wolcott. 
Johnson called Ebbets on 
the telephone. Just what he said, is 
not known, but in less than thirty 
minutes after Johnson 
had 
called 
him, Ebbets walked into the lobby 
of the Wolcott. 
“ Boys, it’s all settled,” he said to 
the assembled newspaper men. “ I’ve 
bought Kraft for my Newark club 
and there won’t be any strike.” 
The room where

at once stormed. 
Johnson came to 
the door and when told what Ebbets 
had said, replied: 
“ Well, what of it? 
It’s his af­ 
fair, not ours.” 
Shortly afterward the 
American 
league meeting broke up. 
Ebbets was the “ goat.” He would­ 
n ’t say anything about the telephone 
call he had received before he made 
his announcement of the deal for 
Kraft.
